The enlisted men's dormitory and 
dining hall will be a composite 
structure comprising four dormi- 
tory wings attached to the dining 
hall which will be centrally located 
in a star effect. A feature of this 
building will be the use of porcelain 
enamel panels which will permit a 
wide selection of colors. 

LARGEST OF THE buildings to 
be erected with this $3% million 
contract will be the dormitory eom- 
. plex which will be three stories 
high, of reinforced concrete and 
will have a total area of 100,000 
square feet. Buildings housing the 
officers' quarters and the service 
elub will be two stories in height 
and the other structures will all be 
of one story.

The last days of any legislative 
sessions are hecjtic. The final com- 
mittee work is completed; and those 
of us in the legislature remember 
the many things we wanted to do 
but have not done, and this adds 
to the confusion of the final two 
weeks. 

I don't know what the record will 
be this time, but in previous sessions 
more bills actually have passed dur- 
ing the final two weeeks of the ses- 
sion than in the previous five and 
one-half months. 

DURING THE STRAIN of those 
final weeks many bills do not re- 
ceive the attention they should, 
many proposals which should pass 
are defeated, and many bad bills are 
passed which should be killed. 

Much of this is just the result of 
human beings being what we arc. 
Students in high school and college 
don't study for their finals like they 
should regularly but have a tend- 
ency to do a great 'deal of studying 
at the last minute. "Deadline time" 
at a newspaper tends to be a time 
when there is a buret of activity. 

The two weeks befhre July 1 are 
our "deadline time** and that's when 
we have our "finals." 

AS A RESULT, not only is action 
taken very quickly on many bills, 
but the legislators have such a 
heavy schedule, that we are not 
able to give measures as alert at- 
tention as we coUUKwith a little 
lighter schedule. 

For example, let's take a> look at 
one House member's schedule for 
Monday of the week in which this 
is being written:

General Session 
of the House.

ATER THAT A quick sandwich 
and then sleep before an 8:15 morn- 
ing appointment. 

That day's activities are unus- 
ually heavy, but on most days now 
our official activity carries us past 
the midnight hour. The worst 
sound of the day is the telephone 
call in your hotel in the morning. 
They you wonder how it could pos- 
sibly be morning already. 

These days when people in 
Springfield ask you how you are, 
the usual "just fine" is replaced 
by the word "tirext** — and some of 
our legislation shows it. 

A BILL WHIOH should help this 
situation somewhat' is one making it 
possible for legislature to file bills 
prior to the convening of the ses- 
sion. This bill has passed the 



House and is now in the Senate. 

That will permit earlier commit- 
tee work and should help to make 
the final weeks at Springfield a 
little less hectic. 

It is in the interest of better health 
for the legislators and better laws 
for the public.

Tailpipe Tells Tales 
Of Gas Consumption 

Before taking off on that next 
trip, here is a practical tip worth 
heeding on the subject of car care. 

Take a look at the exhaust pipe, 
say the engineers of a spark plug 
company, «to find out whether your 
car is using gas efficiently. A gray- 
ish white deposit on the tail pipe Is 
usually a sign of good combustion. 
Oily black deposits may be a sign 
your engine is burning oil. 

BLACK, SOOTY deposits Indi- 
cate a rich mixture, usually caused 
by faulty or improperly adjusted 
carburetor or choke. A dirty air 
cleaner can also cause over-rich 
mixture. 

This. sooty exhaust is also a clue 
to incomplete combustion usually 
caused by worn or fouled spark 
plugs. Misfiring spark plugs allow 
a raw, unburned fuel to be blown 
out of the exhaust pipe. This con- 
dition not only wastes gas, it also 
causes damage to the engine, be- 
cause some of this raw gasoline runs 
down the cylinder walls, washing 
away the lubricating oil and increas- 
ing wear on the piston rings and 
cylinders. 

From the cylinder walls the raw 
fuel drips into the crankcase, dilut- 
ing the oil. This- decreases the en- 
gine oil's ability to protect vital 
bearings, valves and other precision 
parts. 

So you have wasted gas, diluted 
oil and accelerated engine wear. 
Take a look at that tell-tale tail 
pipe.

He is founder of the Al- 
bert Schweitzer Educational Foun- 
dation and after telling the story of 
his own highly interesting life, he 
told the story of an even more im- 
pressive Dr. Schweitzer who well 
may be the 20th Century's most re- 
markable individual. 

Phillips himself has an unique 
backgrouud beginning at the age of, 
15 with a taxi service on Indiana's; 
sand dunes. That enterprise gave i 
him and a friend enough money to 
tour most of the countries of Europe. 
On returning to finish high school 
and earn a degree at the University 
of Chicago, Phillips celebrated 
graduation by traveling across the 
U. S. as a hobo. 

He continued his education by 
gaining a degree of doctor of den- 
tistry and with a bride, began pay- 
as-you-go honeymoon trip around 
the world. Their adventure "A- 
round the World by Tooth and Nail" 
became the subject of numerous 
magazine articles as the now Dr. 
Phillips and his wife earned costs 
by doing dental work, manicuring 
and writing. 

DURING THE TOUR, the couple 
met some of the most famous people 
in the world including Mahatma 
Ghandi in India and Toyohiko 
Kagawa of Japan. 

By this time. Dr. Phillips was 22 
years old and ready to begin the 
job of working in his profession 
and opened his dental office in Chi- 
cago. 

He started to help organize the 
"Great Books" movement but was 
dissatisfied with the list of books 
offered and began reading such 
other works as Arnold Toynbee, the 
historian, and Albert Schweitzer's

Later he went to 
Africa to see Dr. Schweitzer person- 
ally and was so impressed with the 
man that he became a disciple of 
this "prophet of freedom." 

It was only February, of last year 
that Phillips helped organize his sec- 
ond great movement, the Albert 
which attempts to promote Dr. 
Schweitzer's ideas to the world. A 
program on Chicago TV channel 11 
will be presented soon to further 
explain the foundation aims.

Nurse Scholarships 
Are Available from 
Welfare Department 

W. C. Petty, superintendent of 
Lake County Schools, has an- 
nounced that arrangements had 
been completed for William E. 
Skadden, a representative of the Illi- 
nois Department of Public Welfare, 
to be in his office at the Court 
House in Waukegan on Tuesday, 
June 30, from 9 a. m. to 5 p. m. 
to explain the State Nursing Schol- 
arship program for any interested 
students or parents. 

He stated that Skadden will meet 
individuals or groups, either par- 
ents or students, especially invited 
are high school seniors or graduates 
of recent date or those who have 
been employed for several years in 
other fields but are still interested 
in a career in nursing. 

STUDENTS PRESENTLY en- 
rolled in a school of nursing or in a 
college in a nursing course who de- 
sire or need a scholarship to com- 
plete their training are urged to in- 
vestigate this plan. . 

No appointments will be necessary 
during the scheduled hours, as the 
state welfare department represen- 
tative will meet with individuals in 
conference or with groups on a 
first come, first served basis, the 
method used to award these nursing 
scholarships. 

Parents of interested students are 
encouraged to attend the conference 
where instruction will be given for 
making immediate application for 
the nursing scholarships offered and 
currently available from the Illinois 
Department .of Public Welfare. 

The nursing scholarships worth 
from $1,800 to $3,500 over a three- 
year period are open to both men 
and women between the ages of 17 
and 35, who are high school gradu- 
ates.. They must be citizens of the 
United States and reside in Illinois. 
The final requirement is that they 
be accepted by any approved school 
of nursing or college program in 
nursing in Illinois, or one of the 
midwestcrn states. The choice of 
I the school is made by the student. 

THE SCHOLARSHIP is also ooen 
to students already attending an 
approved school of nursing during 
any year of their training that they 
feel the need of such assistance to 
finish their schooling. Students 
enrolled in a college or university 
program in nursing are also eligible 
during any of the final three years

Tuition, fees, books and uniforms 
will be furnished for the three years 
of basic nurse's training, or the last 
three years of an academic or de- 
gree course in nursing for all stu- 
dents under this program.

There arc 553 students, from prac- 
tically every county in the state, 
who have been afforded the oppor- 
tunity to prepare for a career in 
nursing under this scholarship pro- 
gram since its inception in 1955, 
with 157 already assigned to nurs- 
ing positions in state welfare hospi- 
tals and schools. The funds for 
these scholarships are provided by 
the State Health Fund to help al- 
leviate the shortages of profession- 
ally trained personnel in health 
fields.

Trace Chicago's 
Experience 
With Royalty 

Queen Elizabeth's visit to Chicago 
in July will provide a sparkling con- 
trast to the city's first experience 
with royalty nearly 100 years ago. 

Chicago's budding society was 
itching to show off its finery — im- 
ported from the East — and to dis- 
play the fancy drills it had prac- 
ticed for a grand parade, when the 
Prince of Wales came to town in 
1860. 

But Albert Edward — later King 
Edward VII — came incognito as 
Baron Renfrew. According to re- 
searchers, he squelched the plans 
for celebrations in his honor and in- 
sisted on being treated like an or- 
dinary Englishman. 

MAYOR "LONG JOHN" Went- 
worth saved face by declaring that 
the prince was merely following the 
wishes of most Chicagoans, who did 
not like "kow-towing to royalty." 

The city got its chance to enter- 
tain in the grand manner in 1893. 



when the Duke and Duchess of 
Veragua arrived for the World's 
Columbian Exposition. 

Back home on the farm, the duke 
quietly raised prize bulls for the 
Madrid bull ring. But in Chicago, 
he was wined and dined as the only 
living descendant of Columbus. 

THE FESTIVITIES overwhelmed 
the duke, annd he was reluctant to 
leave. The national commission 
that was paying his expenses was 
just as reluctant to see him stay. 
After a month, the commission de- 
clared that his visit — so far as the 
national pocketbook was concerned 
— was at an end. 

Chicagoans hoping to meet Queen 
Elizabeth might take a tip on eti- 
quette from the debate that raged 
over the visit of the Infanta Eulalia 
of Spain in 1893. The crucial ques- 
tion was: Is it proper to shake hands 
with a princess*.' Mrs. Potter Pal- 
mer — whose word was society's law 
—decided that it was up to the prin- 
cess. 

Mrs. Palmer needn't have been so 
solicitous. The late entrance wasn't 
yet fashionable in Chicago, and the 
Infanta created a social scandal by 
daring to arrive late and leave early 
at a reception given for her ... by 
Mrs. Palmer.

-•-: As this ^biennial session of -put; 
State legislature recedes into his- 
tory, avo reflect upon Jhe parlous 
characteristics which distinguish =the 
71st from the previous sessions in 
which I have served. 

] AEECORD VOLUME of bills has 
Induced, more I ••explaining" of votes 
and more debates than at any pre- 
vious session^'' More than 1,680 
House bills and -more ^than 1,100 
Senate bills have gone, across our 
desks; c Night sessions of the House 
have been the regular order' of bui- 
nefss. Senate sessions have '.been 
more drawn-out than ever before. 

Maneuvering for political advan- 
tage in I960 has frequently sub- 
merged the public interest of genu- 
ine statesmanship for which there 
is a continuing need in Springfield. 
Special interest groups have pro- 
moted and received passage of much 
of the legislation. Bills in which 
the average inarticulate citizens is 
interested were side-tracked for the 
most part. 

Members who have been active 
on the Springfield scene have un- 
dergone the experience of passing 
and "losing" bills. Behind every 
bill are the "human" hearts and 
minds of the 57 senators and 177 rep- 
resentatives. (We are one less with 
the sudden death of Senator Victor 
McBroom of Kankakee midway 
through the session.) Each member 
of the 71st General Assembly has 
his or her hopes and ambitions. 
(Yes, we do have two women Sen- 
ators and seven of the "gentler sex" 
in the House of Representatives.) 
Each member has enjoyed hours and 
days of triumph, each has suffered 
defeats and heart-rending disap- 
pointments, 

THE "HARD-SHELLED politi- 
cian is a myth when applied to 
legislators. There is no more sensi- 
tive group of public servants in 
existence. The passage or defeat of 
every hill brings pride and joy to 
some member of the General As- 
sembly. The same result leaves 
other members depressed, dismayed 
or struggling with a sense of inade- 
quacy and frustration. 

The struggle ends— inevitably — 
when the House and Senate adjourn, 
at midnight Saturday, June 27. 
Many of our Illinois citizens are to- 
tally unaware of the drama of the 
past few months and their lives 
seem unaffected by the changes in 
and additions to the State laws. 
The legislators, themselves, have 
been greatly affected. For many, it 
will be their last session. All of 
the House members and one-half of 
the Senators must face re-election 
before the 72nd General Assembly 
convenes in January 1961. 

This is my biennial farewell to a 
series which I hope has been as 
informative to read, as it has been 
helpful and interesting to compose.

Some clubs are outgrowths of bridge and poker parties, even 
golf foursomes. One, the Katahdin Investors Club, Is composed of 
hunting companions : who iuse. [their lodge 'jri Maine as a meeting 
placed Huhdreds i have "sprung up in hamlets where the biggest busi* 
ness is the general store. ; 

THE IDEA ITSELF is not new y— the first known investment 
club appeared in Texas 60 yearsago — but >he boom didn't begin 
until after World War II with the. big bull market. Folks who didn't 
have the money to go it alone formed .Investment pools to cash. in 
on the rise of stock values. 

' There is no "typical" club v They differ in size, financial stand- 
ing, even objectives. Most, however, limit membership to about 1,5 
people who contribute $5 or $10. a month — though one club of 
wealthy Texans has dues of $1,000 a month. 

Many of the lessons learned by the venturesome pioneers in 
this movement are f re'e for the asking from the National Association 
of Investment Clubs, which says any new group should keep these 
four principles in mind: 

1 . Invest a set sum each month in common stocks, regardless 
of whether prices are rising or falling. 

2. Buy growth stocks — shares in companies whose sales 
seem to be rising at the rate of 1 per cent or more each year. 

3. Reinvest all dividends and capital gains immediately. 

4. Invest in different fields to protect the group's investment 
by having a diversified portfolio of stocks. 

5. Be sure to have the advice of an investment broker — even 
if it's by correspondence. And try to have an attorney in your club 
because^here are certain state regulations to be met. 

A RECENT STUDY by the New York Stock Exchange shows 
that members of investment clubs generally are average income 
earners seeking profit without too much individual risk. In New 
York, for instance, a group of policemen formed the Finest Invest- 
ment Club in hopes of supplementing their retirement pensions. 

There's even a precedent for a club of women only — ■ the 
Women's Investment Trust, which is restricted to'feminine employes 
of the Detroit Edison Company. 

One of those who has worked most vigorously to promote the 
co-operative concept is G. Keith Funston, energetic president of the 
New York Stock Exchange. His idea is that "a nation of shareowners 
is our strongest defense against the foreignisms that would sap our 
vitality and eventually turn us over to the. evil enemy we know as 
Communism. 

Mr. Funston adds a word of caution for neophytes: 

Refrain from expecting too much. And, particularly, don't 
expect a new club to show immediate profits. There probably will be 
little, if any, profit the first year when expenses such as brokerage 
commissions are heavy in relation to the investment pool. 

Be prepared, also, for losses from time to time, especially while 
you're learning. Remember that stock prices move down as well 
as up.

In spring she moves outdoors to 
breed in sheltered, stagnant water 
near the house. Small pools, tin 
cans, catch basins, cesspools and 
water barrels are her favorite 
breeding grounds. 

BUG KILLING experts say mos- 
quito prevention is the most effec- 
tive means of control. They recom- 
mend that you check around your 
house and neighborhood to make. 
sure that land is properly drained, 
graded and filled to eliminate po- 
tential breeding areas. 

They predict that, even with these 
precautions, some mosquitos will 
develop into adulthood during the

People 'On The 
Move' Are Doing 
It Wrong: Study 

Are you a "trunk loader," a "car 
top carrier," or a "trailer hitcher"? 
If so, you're one of millions of 
American motorists on the move 
this summer who, like the nomads 
of old, are carrying all manner of 
pesronal possesions with you. 

The big question is: "Are you 
carrying your possessions in a safe 
manner, without danger to yourself 
and to other traffic on the road? 

STUDIES MADE BT the Institute 
for Safer Living indicate a sharp 
upward trend in the quantity and 
variety of items being transported 
on the country's busy highways. 
Two leading reasons are the explod- 
ing popularity of boating, and ex- 
panding trailer rental service. 

A spot check by Institute safety 
experts on a typical four-lane 
throughway during a normal day's 
traveling time revealed that nearly 
35 per cent of all vehicles carrying 
outside loads were operating in an. 
unsafe manner. 

THE PRINCIPAL TRAILER haz- 
ards noted were: Lack of reflectors 
and stop lights for night travel, 
lack of warning flags on protrud- 
ing loads, and lack of safety chains. 
Trailers carrying boats with tilted 
outboard trailers can be extremely 
dangerous on throughways where 
rear-end collisions are frequent — 
the Institute warns — They should be 
properly protected. 

Roof carriers may be used for 
safely transporting many suitable 
items such as luggage, skis, canoe 
paddles, even light boats when 
properly anchored. Institute en- 
gineers, however, observed them 
being used to ha Id such items as 
bedsteads, stoves, refrigerators, hea- 
vy furniture, bicycles, bulky lum- 
ber, and farm or garden imple- 
ments; in fact, almost anything that 
could be lifted to the car top. 

Top carriers moored to drip rails 
can stand only so much stress and 
strain, the engineers warn. The 
force of air pressure against the 
front of a car traveling at 60 miles 
per hour with no wind is about 200 
pounds. This pressure increases at 
the rate of about 40 pounds for each 
two feet by three feet of top^oad. 
This extra force can affect steering, 
is particularly hazardous when the 
car is caught in a strong closs wind.

Child Over 18 Can! 
Get SS Benefits 

Even though a child is 
years of age, he or she may be en- 
titled to benefits as a disabled child, 
according to Bernard Barnett, dis- 
trict manager of the Waukegan 
social security office, A„child*s 
benefit under the old-age and sur- 
vivors insurance program is usually 
terminated by the attainment of 
age 18. 

Barnett offered the explanation 
that a disabled child may receive 
child's insurance benefits regardless 
of age if certain conditions are met. 

TO RECEIVE monthly benefits as 
a disabled child, it would be neces- 
sary that the parent upon whose 
wage record the claim would be 
based, have an insured status under 
the social security law. The child's 
disability must have occurred prior 
to the time the child had reached 
age 18, according to the local office. 

The disability must be of such 
severity as to prevent the child from 
engaging in gainful activity, have 
lasted for six month or more and 
be medically determinable. This 
physical or mental condition must 
be of an indefinite or long-term 
duration. The child must be un- 
married at the time of application, 
and be the child of a person cur- 
rently receiving social security old- 
age insurance benefits or of a par- 
ent who died after 1939 insured 
under the law. 

Mar net t suggests that contact be 
made at the local social security 
office for further information or for 
help in filing a claim by or on be- 
half of a disabled child.
